G.S.R. 854(E) .—In exercise of the powers conlei- 
red by section 12, clause (f) of .section 35 and clause 

(a) of Section 36 of tlic Administrative Tribunals Act, 
1985 (13 of 1985) the Central Governnjont hereby 
make.s the following rules, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement : ( I) These n.ilcs 
may be called the Central Administrative Tribunal 
(Financial and Administrative Powers) Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication ir, die official GazeMc. 

2. Definitions : In these rules, unless the co.iile.\t 
otherwise requires, 

(a) “Act” means the Administrative Tribunals 
Act. 1985 (13 of 1985); 

(b) “Chairman" means the Chairman of the 
Tribunal. 

(c) “Tribuqal” means the Central Adminisu jtivc 
Tribunal. 

3. Sittings of an additional Bench at place other 
than the place where it shall ordinarily sit ; If at any 
time the Vice-Chairman of any additional Bench is 
satisfied 'that circumstances exist which render it 
necessary to have sittings of the said Bench at any 
place falling within its territorial jurisdiction, otlrer 
than the place or places at which it Ordinarily sits, 
he may with 'the previous consent of the Chairman 
direct that the Additional Bench shall hold its sittings 
at any :.uch appropriate place. 

4. Powers of Chairman.—The Chairman shall 
have ithc same powers as are conferred on a Depart¬ 
ment of the Central Government in respect of Delega¬ 
tion of Financial Powers Rules, 1978, General Finan¬ 
cial Rules, 1963, Fundamental and Sunpicmentary 
Rules, Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, 
Central Civil Services (Joining Time) Rules, 1979. 
Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972. Central 
Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964, Central Civil 
Services (Classification, Control and Appeal), Rules, 
1965 and General Provident Fund (Central Services) 
Rules, 1960. 

Provided that the exercise of 'these powers sliall be 
subject to any procedural or other instructions issued 
from time to time by the Government; 

Provided Eirther that in the exercise of powers in 
respect of items specified in the Schedule, the concur¬ 
rence of the Department of Personnel & Traininf in 
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Ihc Ministry of Personnel & Training, Administrative 
Reforms & PubEc Grievarices and Pension shall b« 
obtained.
